We are most anxious to be able to celebrate 
the centenary of the Society next year, but 
if we are to do so creditably we must be 
free from debt. Irishmen who have gone 
abroad have done and are doing their share 
by collecting and sending home animals;

“THE BEST OF THE ZOOS." 

Dr. Henry Stokes, proposing a vote of 
thanks to Professor Dixon, said that he had 
seen some of the leading ‘‘ Zoos ’’—London, 
Edinburgh, Clifton, etc.—and he was happy 
to say that the Dublin ‘‘ Zoo’”’ was the best 
that he had ever seen. It was beautifully 
situated, well stocked, well kept, and it was 
a place where every person could spend a 
profitable and a pleasant afternoon, 

Mr. Aylward, seconding, suggested that a 
little propaganda would be useful in keeping 
the charms of the Gardens before the atten- 
tion of the public, as was being done in 
London, 

Sir Thomas Robinson said that he re- 
gretted that he had not become a subscriber 
to the ‘‘ 7oo ” earlier in life. For the last 
ten years he had derived great pleasure from 
his membership of the Society. There was 
no better place for interesting childrem and 
teaching them the delights of a knowledge of 
animals and deriving happiness from them than 
the Dublin Zoological Gardens. Those who 
subscribed £1 a year received ample value for 
the money in the privileges afforded in the 
Gardens, and it was one of the subscriptions 
that one would never regret paying. 

Mr. W. P. Kennan said that he had been 
connected with the “'7oo ” for over forty 
years, and he had never seen the place so nice 
as it is at present. 

Mr. I. Jones suggested meetings of the 
Club at the ‘‘ Zoo,’’ and asked if there was 
any disease amongst the animals.

RCIENTIST’S EXPERIENCE 
i ‘RACING, _ 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


An action, brought by Mr. Howard Lacey, 

of 48: Gillingham street, Eccleston square, 
London, against Messrs. Robert J. Gott id 
Co., Newbridge, Co. Kildare. came on ‘for 
hearing. The Fea claimed £876, alleged 
to be due to him by the defendants as the 
price received by them for a number “fí 
thoroughbred horses sold at Ballsbridge in 
August. 1922. 
' The -defendants, in their defence, formally 
traversed the receipt of the money, and 
stated that if any money was received by 
them to the use of the plaintiff it had lon 
since been paid to the plaintiff, or as directec 
by him. They further stated that the horses 
were sold, not by direction of the plaintiff, 
but by direction of Algernon Anthony, and 
pleaded that the plaintiff, in writing, 
authorised Mr. Anthony, as his agent, to 
employ them to sell the horses and receive 
the moneys realised by the sale, and apply 
them te the payment of. the debts of the 
plaintiff to Mr. Anthony and. other persons 
Huch authorisation was communicated to the 
defendants, and all monev received by the 
defendants in respect of the sale of the horses 
was paid by them to Mr Anthony, and was 
employed by him to pay the plaintiff’s debts 
Alternatively,’ the defendants. pleaded that 
Mr. Anthony, at the date of the sale and 
the payment of the monev to him, was 
registered as tlie plaintiff's authorised agent 
with the proper officials of the Turf 
Club, and that such registration was 
communicated to them. --It was the esta- 
blished custoni of the trade or profession of 
dealing in thoroughbred horses that an agent 
so registered had power to sell the thorough- 
bred horses of his principal,»and receive the 
moneys realised by such sales, and such 
moneys were paid to Mr. Anthony in pur- 
suance of such custom. Alternatively. the 
defendants said that it was a recognised and 
established custom at Tattersall’s and at the 
saies conducted under the auspices of the 
Royal Dublin Society at Ballsbridge that. the 
moneys received for the sale of thoroughbred 
horses should be paid to the person who 
entered such horses for sale, whether he was 
the owner or not. ‘The horses were entered 
for sale by Mr. Anthony, to the knowledge 
and with the consent of the plaintiff, and 
the moneys received for the sale of the horses 
were paid to Mr. Anthony in pursuance of 
such custom.

Daniel Purcell and Son) appeared for the 
plaintiff; and Mr. Wood, K.C.; Mr. Hubert 
Hamilton, K.C., and Mr. Kingsmill Moore 
(instructed by Messrs. Brown and McCann) 
for the defendants. 


DISCOURAGED BY FAILURE.

Opening the case, Mr. Leonard said that 
at the sales at Ballsbridge in August, 1922, 
fifteen horses belonging to the plaintiff were 
sold for £906. Deducting entry fees of £30, 
a balance of £876 was payable by the de 
fendants, who, as auctioneers, sold the 
horses, The defendants had been persuaded 
to pay this money to a person who was 
mentioned as the plaintiff’s agent, and the 
real question was whether the defendants 
had the authority of the plaintiff to 
pay the money to Mr. Anthony, his trainer. 
Mr. Lacey was a very well-known scientist 
who had interested himself in horse racing. 
and in 1918 he was racing in Ireland, and had 
a stud farm at Drumcree, which was managed 
by Mr. Anthony. Things, however, were not 
going very well; racehorses were going to 
win but did not, and Mr. Lacey began to get 
dissatisfied with the whole proceedings. In 
the spring of 1922 he finally decided that he 
would give up his racehorses and get rid of 
them, and-on the 15th of June of that year he 
wrote to Mr. Anthony, giving him authority 
to sell the horses. Accounts were to be 
furnished to him from time to time, and 
towards the end of July he receivel from 
the defendants an account for entry fees, but 
did not receive the cheque for the price 
received from the sale of the horses. 

Counsel read correspondence which had 
passed between the plaintiff and the defen- 
dants on the subject of the sale and the pay- 
ment of the money. 

The plaintiff was examined, and, in reply 
to Mr. Leonard, said that when he decided 
to sell the horses he never dreamt of Mr. 
Anthony receiving the money. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Wood, he said that 
in May, 1922, Mr. Anthony wrote to him for 
£1,000, but, although he told Mr. Anthony 
to sell the horses for the best price he could 
obtain, he never intended that Mr. Anthony 
should put the money in his pocket to meet 
the plaintiff's debts in connection with the 


stud farm. 


‘‘It is very easy to say sell the horses and 
pay yourelf,' read Mr. Wood from a letter of 
Mr. Anthony to the plaintiff. Was not that, 
he asked, an intimation to the plaintiff that 
Mr. Anthony understood from his letters that 
he was to sell the horses and pay himself. 

““ No,” answered the plaintiff. 

Mr. Wood—What else did it mean ?— That 
I should get the accounts in and pay him. 

The plaintiff said that he did not pay any 
entry fee for these horses. He knew that 
Mr. Anthony had been paid the cheque. 

The hearing had not concluded when the 
Court adjourned until to-day.

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DUBLIN CORPORATION APPEAL. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The hearing was resumed of the appeal 
by the defendants in the case of Woods and 
others: against the Corporation of Dublin 
and others from the judgment of: Mr. 
Justice Meredith in favour of the plaintiffs, 
except in so far as it allowed costs to the 

defendants. 

In the action the plaintiffs, all mental 
hospital female nurses and attendants, 
claimed a declaration that they were entiiled 
to remuneration on the basis of their contract 
of service. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., Mr. Lavery, K.C., 
and Mr. M. J. Molloy (instructed by Messrs. 
Roger Greene and Sons) appeared for the 
appellants; and Mr. Dickie, K.C., Mr. 
Moloney, K.C., Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C., and 
Mr. W. G. Fallon (instructed by Messrs. 
John H. McDowell and Company! @or the 
respondents. 

Mr. . Dickie, continuing his arguments for 

the respondents, stressed the point that an 
officer could not be dismissed except on cause 
shown, while a servant could. The whole 
difficulty in such cases was the mixing up 
of an officer with a servant. An _ officer 
could not be removed at pleasure a it he 
were a servant, 
When one appointed a person an officer 
simply without saying anything more, that 
person was then a statutory officer, as 
distinct’ from a servant, Everything had 
changed in this matter since the passing of 
the Act of 1898. 

With regard to the assignment, counsel 
stated that the assignment of duties and 
salary went with the appointment of an 
officer; but, having made an assignment of 
the duties at the time of appointment, the 
authority making the appointment could not 
increase the duties: or add more duties 
without special power obtained for the pur- 
pose.

MANCHESTER MAN 


SENTENCED FOR THEFT. 
(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

A well-dressed young man, who gave his 

name as Rex Harvey, of no fixed address, 
pleaded guilty»to an. indictment charging him 
with stenting” a motor car owned by the 
Walten Motor Company, Parnell street. 
' The prisoner handed in a statement, in 
which he stated that he had the chance of 
obtaining employment in Belfast, and asked 
for leniency. 

Detective Wyer, who had charge of the 
case, said that the prisoner came from Man- 
chester to Dublin, and, getting the car out 
on hire, paid £1 for the hirage. . Subse- 
quently, he went back to the garage, and 
after some arrangement he proceeded to 
Dundalk with the car, and left it in a garage 
there, having failed in an attempt to get 
it across the border. 

He then went to Belfast, and wrote to the 
garage proprietor in Dundalk instructing him 
to sell the ear and forward two postal orders 
for the amount—one to Belfast and the other 
to Liverpool. 

The prisoner was arrested in Liverpool, 
where it was ascertained that his proper 
name was Henshaw, and that he lived with 
his people in Manchester. He had spent 
three years in Canada. 

Mr. E. Kelly (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), who prosecuted, said that the 
prisoner had made an attempt to carry off 
a clever fraud. 

The Prisoner—L make a plea for a chance. 
I will give you a guarantee that I will leave 
the city in two hours, as I have a friend 
who will pay my fare to Belfast. 

Judge Shannon said that he would like io 
give the prisoner a chance, but there were 
previous convictions against him for offences 
in Belfast. Having regard to these, he 
would sentence him to six months’ imprison- 
ment, with hard labour. 


RAFFLE TICKETS,

ATTEMPTED FRAUD ON AN 
ORPHANAGE. 


A man named James Brown Scott pleaded 
not guilty when charged with having obtained 
thirty books of raffle tickets from an orphan- 
age near Dublin by false pretences and with 
intent to defraud. 

Mr. Kelly, prosecuting for the State, said 
that the prisoner went to the orphanage, 
which, being in need of funds to carry out 
new buildings, ran a “draw,” for which 
was offered a free holiday. He informed 
the nuns that. he was a commercial traveller, 
and, as he visited all parts of the country, 
would be in a position to sell a number of 
tickets. On the strength of his representa- 
tion he ebtained thirty books of tickets. 
Fortunately, he did not get time to sell any 
of the tickets, as he was arrested on the 
following day, and the tickets were found in 
his room. 

Detective McGarry gave evidence of arrest 
He had known the accuséd man for eight 
years, and he had never known him to do 
any work as a commercial traveller. 

James Bennett, for the defence, replying 
to the prisoner, said that he thought him 
to be travelling for a whiskey firm, and that 
he travelled a great deal about the country. 

Patrick Moore also gave evidence that he. 
thought the prisoner was a traveller for a 
whiskey firm. 

The prisoner addressed the jury at length. 
He had no intention to defraud, he said, 
and he honestly intended to help the institu- 
tion by. selling tickets, as he travelled 
through the country a lot. He lived only 
thirty yards from the orphanage. 

The jury found that the tickets were 
cbtained by the false pretence that the 
prisoner was a commercial traveller employed 
in the whiskey trade. 

Judge Shannon—Did you apply your minds 
to the question whether he obtained them 
with intent to defraud? 

he Foreman—We did. 

Judge Shannon—lIf you are divided in your 
Opinion on the question of intent to defraud, 
that would be a disagreement. Your finding 
is not a verdict one way or the other, as it 
does not deal with the question of intent. 

The jury retired, and after a few minutes’ 
absence returned a verdict of ‘‘ Guilty.”’ 

Judge Shannon said that he agreed with 
the verdict of the jury that the prisoner pro- 
cured these tickets not for any charitable 
motive or to forward the interests of the 
orphanage, but for the purpose of selling 
them and putting the money in his own 
pocket. The prisoner had been before that 
Court on the 7th February, charged with 


intent to defraud ‘several persons of sums of’ 


2s. 6d. and obtaining the money on the false 
pretence that he was authoriséd to collect 
subscriptions for St. Ultan’s Hospital. He 
was convicted, and a suspensory sentence of 
eighteen months was -recorded, which would 
now come into operation. On the present 
tharge he would sentence him to six manths’ 
imprisonment, to run concurrently with the 
eighteen months’ sentence, the imprisonment 
to.count from the 7th inst.

Hilaire Belloc asserted that the only 
good thing that had come out of the Great 
War was the freedom of Poland. While 
not agreeing with the exclusiveness of 
that rather dogmatic assertion, most 
people will admit that they viewed with 
sympathy the spectacle of tlie Polish 
people throwing off the fetters which had 
bound them to the imperial chariots of 
Russia, Prussia and Austria. That the 
spirit of nationality had survived at all 
was due almost solely to the Polish poets, 
who, ever since the abortive “rising of 
1850, had kept alight the flame of 
patriotism. The idealism, the immense 
vitality of the Polish race, which has pre- 
served its life, speak through the litera- 
ture that was the direct outcome of 
national calamity. One name stands pre- 
eminent among the poets of Poland— 
Adam Mickiewicz. He lives in the 
national history ‘as the man who devoted 
all his life—a life sad as the annals cf 
his country—to the cause of Poland. 

Adam Mickiewicz was born in 
Lithuania in 1798. As a boy, pe 
wandered in forests as old as time, whose 
remoter recesses have to this day never 
been trodden by human foot. He lived 
the simple life of the countryside, 
gathering the folk-lore of the peasants 
and absorbing impressions which were to 
colour all his future work, As a lad of 
fourteen, he witnessed the transports of 
patriotic hope with which all Poland 
hailed, in 1812, the march of Napoleon to 
Russia. He saw the return of the 
Grande Armée, broken, fugitive and 
starving. 

In the course of time Mickiewicz went 
to the University of Wilna. Here he 
began the work for the young: men of his 
country which was to lead to imprison- 
ment and exile, With the help of his 
friend, Thomas Zan, he founded the 
famous student societies of the Philo- 
mathians, and for them, after he had left 
the university and had become a school 
master at Kowno, he wrote his first great 
poem, the ‘“*‘ Ode to Youth.” It is a 
passionate appeal for unity, and acted as 
a trumpet call to the young men of 
Poland when they rose in 1830. 


THE OPPRESSION. 


Mickiewicz and his friends were im- 
prisoned in 1823, and all the student 
societies were disbanded. For six months 
the poet was incarcerated in Wilna, and 
his experiences during this time are 
related with extraordinary fidelity to 
detail in the third part of the 
‘* Ancestors ’’—perhaps, his greatest 
work. Here he describes the terrible 
ordeal through which he and his friends 
passed. Through floggings, which some- 
times resulted in death, through solitary 
confinement in rank dungeons, through 
the mental torture of harassing judicial 
inquisitions, where any words might serd 
the speaker or his friends to their end, 
the students remained loyal to their bond 
of brotherhood. Boys, still in thei early 
"teens, were transported to the mines: 
others were condemned to serve in the 
Russian Army, while Mickiewicz and his 
friend, Zan, were exiled to Russia. 

In 1824 Adam Mickiewicz left the 
country which he was never to see again, 
and for which he was to pine with a home- 
sickness that thirty years of poverty and 
sorrow could not quench" During the 
following five years he lived in Peters- 
burg, Moscow and Odessa. His life was 
really that of a prisoner at large, watched 
by Russian spies, dependent on the 
pleasure of the police. The galling con- 
ditions of his existence, however, coud 
not stifle his poetic genius, and to this 
period we owe his “ Crimean Sonnets,’’ 
““Farys,” and ‘ Konrad Wallenrod,’’ 
which placed him among the great poets 
of Europe. 

Escaping from Russia in 1829, Mickie- 
wiez spent the next three years wandering 
between Italy and Germany. Wherever 
he went he won the love and admiration 
of those with whom he came in contact. 
To his poetic genius and intellectual 
capacity he united a simplicity of manner, 
an idealism of aim, which attracted all. 
To them he typified the finest product »f 
a high-spirited and cultured race. He 
was Poland incarnate. Mickiewicz was 
.wintering in Rome when the Polish 
Rising of 1830 broke out, and, unlike the 
majority of his compatriots, foresaw the 
inevitable end. On the eve of the msur- 
rection he wrote his famous poem, “ To 
the Polish Mother. 


LIFE IN PARIS. 
Having finished the third part of the 


“ Ancestors,’’ which created a sensation 
“in literary circles on the Continent-—— 
George Sand said: “ Since the tears and 
the imprecations of the prophets of Sion, 
no voice has been raised with a like power 
to sing a subject as vast as that of a 
nation’s fall ’’—Adam Mickiewicz joined 
the ever-growing colony of his fellow- 
countrymen in Paris. From that time— 
1832—his home was in Paris, except for 
f',3 year and a half which he spent as 
Vrofessor of Latin Literature at the Uni- 
versity of Lausanne. 

The Polish exile, ekeing a meagre 
existence by giving lectures on Slavonic 
literature at the College de France, de- 
voted hinfself to the spiritual and 
temporal needs of his compatriots. He 
laboured for them unstintingly, helping 
them out of his own dire poverty, and 
exerting a remarkable influence over all 


by his power of winning affection and | 


respect. He became the chief moral 
leader of his people, preaching the 
doctrine that only by personal regenera- 
tion could they hope to see their country 
restored. For their guidance Mickiewicz 
wrote the ' Book of the Polish Pil- 
crimage,”’ which is the best example of 
that doctrine of Messianism that for the 
future was to dominate the literature of 
Poland. 

Briefly, the idea of Mickiewicz and his 
fellow poet-mystics may be explained 
thus: Poland was the chosen emissary of 
the higher future of-mankind, Her sons 
were to be the aposties of the future, ani 
the Polish emigration was a providential 
means of spreading the light throughout 
the world. The Polish exiles were, 
therefore, not so much exiles as pilgrims 
They must be worthy of that high calling, 
and, in the “ Book of the Polish Pit 
grimage,’’ Mickiewicz puts together in 
Biblical prose a string of counsels for the 
Polish pilgrim: “ Why has the power vf

Dublin Prices. 


A correspondent writes:—Your para- 
graph ‘Kat Less Fruit,’”?’ and your 
corgespondent’s complaint of having to 
pay at the rate of 4s. a dozen for bananas 
moves me to mention another, to my 
mind, most annoying~fact about prices— 
namely, the charging of different ‘prices 
at different shops for the same article.

Surely it 
would be to the manufacturers’ interest 
to see that their products are retailed at 
the standard price? Presumably, the 
shops which sell at the lower prices are 
making a satisfactory profit, so that it 
would seem that the buver pays excess 
profit to the dearer shop, which, apart 
from costing too much money, leaves one 
with the horrid feeling that one has been 
“done.” Certainly it behoves the house- 
wife to keep her wits about her.

Just before one comes to the Meeting of 
the Waters, near Avoca, when travelling 
from Dublin, a narrow road climbs away 
to the left among the beech trees, and 
calls loudly to the pedestrian, if not to 
one who drives a car, This road ‘ leads 
upward all the way ’’; it crosses the river 
and the unexpected railway line, and, 
having passed under a crumbling arch, it 
arrives at the unfastened gate of Castle 
Howard, of which a glimpse, seen from 
the valley road, gives some promise of the 
beauty that is there, The picturesque 
building commands an exquisite view of 
the mountains near Glenmalure, and of 
the quiet green valley just below the 
windows. One must gd there in the 
month of May if one would realise afresh 
how beautiful beech trees can be, with 
their smooth trunks that look dark 
against the delicate greenery of the young 
leaves. It is evident that vandals run 
riot at Castle Howard when they visit it. 
The old studded door i: almost covered 
with names and initials that have been 
cut in the wood. The wall at either side 
of the door is unsightly with scribbled 
information about people in whom one is 
not interested. Early rhododendron 
blooms are wrenched from the shrubs, only 
to be thrown down a little further on. A 
branch is half-torn from: a monster 
camelia, and left to wither with its buds 
beginning to unfold.’

Avoca, anything ought to grow. Set on a 
slope that faces south, backed by massive 
sun-baked walls, framed in a landscape of 
great beauty, the place is like the garden 


of one’s dreams. It was interesting to hear 


of the pests that trouble the gardeners 
most seriously when the fruit is ripe. 
‘Them foreign jays’’ seem to.-be the 
worst; for they fly from tree “to tree 
pecking at the apples, and one peck from 
a jay is quite enough to spoil the fruit for 
market purposes. Blackbirds are not the 
worst enemies of the Castle Howard straw- 
berries, in their snug quarters near the 
lichened wall. As soon as the fruit is 
ripe, we were told, squirrels drop froin 
the over-hanging branches of the trees 
outside, and feed, with enthusiasm, on the 
strawberry bed. To the pérson who has 
no responsibility in the matter there is 
something very attractive in the picture 
of russet squirrels feasting there, in the 
dewy morning, on the luscious fruit. 


City Signs. 


We offer in Dublin a multiplicity of in- 
structions in a variety of languages for the 
guidance of the citizens and of visitors. 
All the same the work is not complete, 
as [ discovered during last week.

Old-world Homes. 


Tramping in County Wicklow a few 
days ago, I was an interested observer of 
a thatcher repairing the roof of a snug 
farmhouse. He was using beautiful 
golden oat straw, and, as he manipulated 
every sheaf, he sprinkled it with water. I 
understand that the addition of the water 
to the straw makes it easier to work; and, 
when the straw is moist, the thatcher can 
beat it down properly. For this reason 
the old, experienced thatchers prefer to 
work on a damp, hazy day. I am told 
that thatching a fair-sized house is an 
expensive proposition, It is a tedious 
job, and, if the straw has to be purchased, 
the cost may be anything from £30 to 
£50. For this reason many rural pro- 
prietors of thatched houses are now 
finding it more economical to remove the 
thatch, and replace it with slates or tiles. 
Of course, farmers who have plentiful 
supplies of straw will still keep on 
thatching. Personally, I think there :s 
nothing sO picturesque as a well-kept 
thatched cottage or farmhouse, embowered 
with rambler roses. In North County 
Dublin there are several excellent 
examples of these beautiful, 
homes.

HE Prime Minister, in his tour 
through Fermanagh and Tyrone, is 
adding #0 his knowledge of the depression 
which exists everywhere throughout the 
province, and he is seattering grains of 
hope here and there in the remote 
districts. In these annual trips to get 
into closer touch with the people,’ the 
Premier is happily informal, mixing with 
residents and getting to know their 
troubles and anxieties. It appears that 
new bridges and better roads are required 
in some of the areas which he 1s inspect- 
ing, and he would be glad to give with a 
generous hand, but, as he himself says, 
money is hard to find at present in Ulster 
and Great Britain. 7 
The sympathy of Lord Craigavon with 
these hardy dwellers in the rural districts 
is unquestionable, and one would wish 
that he had more funds at his disposal to 
improve their conditions and minister to 
their needs, so that they might be better 
able to meet their obligations. One of 
the districts visited, in. a mountainous 
border area, is predominately Nationalist, 
and very poor, the people having been 
impoverished by the agricultural depres- 
sion. A deputation explained the situa- 
tion to the Premier, who was entirely 
sympathetic, and, no doubt, something in 
the way of road-making or other useful 
work will be undertaken to relieve their 
distress. 


MOTORISTS’ GRIEVANCE. 


The motorists of Northern Ireland have 
entered a strong protest against being 
compelled to pay a penny more per gallon 
for petrol than the rate charged in Great 
Britain. A deputation from the Belfast 
Chamber of Trade visited London during 
the week-end, and, at a conference with 
representatives of the distributing com. 
panies, the question was discussed with 
a view to the equalisation of prices. Some 
striking figures were given to show the 
remarkable development in motor traf < 
throughout the province within the past 
few years. 

It was stated that in 1922 the number 
of motor vehicles registered in Northern 
Ireland only 15,713, whereas last 
vear the was 34,511, while the 
imports of motor spirit had increased 
from 5.647.500 gallons in 194 to 
15.451.400 gallons in 1929. H 
however, that the grievance regarding cost 
of petrol was even greater before 1925, 
when the price per gallon was twopence 
more thkn was charged in England and 
Wales, this difference being subsequently 
reduced to a penny. The deputation 
pointed out that the difference between 
the British and Ulster prices last year 
amounted to £64,281, while for the past 
seven years it amounted to £366.122—paid 
Six County area.

INSTALLED AT DUBLIN 
GENERAL POST OFFICE. 

The Free State Department of Posts an1 
Telegraphs is again to introduce the automatic 
stamp machine into Dublin. It will be 
remembered that, several years ago, stamp 
machines were erected outside Fowler Hall, 
Rutland square, and at other points in the 
city, but. after some time, were allowed to go 
into disuse. 

Now, however, it is proposed to erect two 
of these machines, of a different type, in 
windows on the Princes street side of the 
G.P.0. building. It is expected that these 
machines will be working to-day. One of 
the machines is for penny stamps, and the 
other is for halfpenny stamps. 

Should this new venture prove successful, :t 
is proposed to extend it to the post offices at 
Bray, Blackrock, Kingstown, Rathmines and 
Phibsboro’, and eventually to Waterford, 
Cork and Limerick. 

, These machines have already been in use 

in some city hotels, but it is the intention in 

the future to confine them to post offices.

PLOVERS’ EGGS. 


WHY THEY ARE PROTECTED. 
The decision of the King to decline two 
plovers’ eggs sent to him has drawn at- 
tention to a Jaw that is little known and 
frequently broken. Although it is illegal 
to gather plovers’ eggs, few country people 
ate aware of the fact, while those 
aequainted with the law often ignore it. 

n the case of bird protection it is chiefly 
the bird lover who assists the detection of 
law breakers. rely can other people dis- 
tinguish one bird from another, even if they 
are familiar with the protection laws. ‘The 
result is that almost anyone can take the 
plovers’ eggs without being found out. 

Plovers’ eggs are protected, because at one 
time they were regarded as such a delicacy 
that high prices resulted, and meadows and 
water-meadows were so thoroughly combed 
that few plovers could rear chicks. In 
many places their numbers have become so 
thin that even with protection it will be 
vears before they become so common as once 
they were. 

They are ground:-nesting 
roosting birds, with 
for self-defence. onsequently, they are 
an easy prey for rats, which often abound 
on the kind of ground which the plovers 
like best. 

In a field used by ang vos $ lovers 
as a nesting ground one uently finds eggs 
that Cn beds bitten by rats, or “the 
remains of birds which have been killed 
either by rats or some*other enemy. ‘Their 
nests are usually ill-built on — low- 
lying land, and early nests are sometimes 
destroyed by floods. '

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FREE STATE ACT TO BE 
CONTINUED.

The question whether subsidies for 
housing tend to keep building costs high 
is being examined by the Free State 
Government. 

I can state, however, that there will be 
no change tn the existing system for a 
year or two. ‘The Housing Act of 1929 
will expire n-«t October, and it is the 
intention of the Government to introduce 
a measure wich will have the effect of 
prolonging the life of the act for another 
yecr from that date. 

It is the view of the Government that 
the problem of housing is still acute, and 
that grants to private persons and utility 
societies who undertake building schemes 
will be necessary for some time to come. 

Hence comes the decision to continue for 
a further year the Heusing Act, which 
costs the State in grants something Ike 
£250,000 a year. LKEventually the scheme 
will be modified or the grants will be 
abolished altogether.

industry. Since last June, when the 
Socialist Government took office, there has 
been an increase of no fewer than 600,000 
names on the unemployment lists, and the

April tell an alarming story. During last 
month imports into Great Britain ex- 
ceeded exports by £37,000,000, with the 
result that the adverse balance “for the 
first four months of the current year now 
amounts to no less than £156,000,000. At 
this rate the year’s trading. would show a 
deficit of 2£468,000,000. Mr. Chamber- 
lain is entirely justified in his assertion 
that the Government’s attempt to cope 
with unemployment has been “ a colossal

Mr. Thomas’s reply was an admission 
of defeat, Unemployment has grown out 
of his control. To-day, he announced, 
27,000 new names will be added ty the 
gloomy index, and he can give no 
guarantee of an early improvement. Relief 
schemes, costing some £95,000,000, have 
been sanctioned by his department, These 
schemes will provide a year’s work for 
about 380,000 men, but they hardly will 
touch the fringe of the problem.

Thomas tried to explain his failure 
by the stutement that other countries 
were in a similar plight. Canada, he 
said, has ten per cent, of her people out 
of work, and there is serious unem- 
ployment in the United States 
Germany. All these countries, he added, 
were protected by high tariff walls ; there- 
fore, the lack of work in Britain could 
not be attributed to the Government’s 
refusal to adopt a protective policy, Here 
is atypical non sequitur. There is no 
doubt that much of the unemployment in 
Britain. has been caused by the general 
uncertainty that followed Labour’s advent 
to power. Since Mr. Cnowden announced 
that he would remove the existing “' safe- 
guarding’? duties when their term of 
validit. had expired, trade has begun 
to languish, If those duties should be 
removed to-morrow, many thousands of

_ It has been said that Napoleon; without 
Fouché, could not have remained for 
twelve months upon the throne of France ; 
and Lenin declared that a Bolshevist 
Government could not survive. in Russia 
revolution were inflicted on 
other countries.

As the Duke of York said, “ the appeal 
of National Safety Week is for a further 
effort on the part of all to avoid causing 
or being involved in an accident.” 'The 
campaign has wide support from the 
motoring associations of England, and 
every form of advertisement is being 
pressed into service. The ubiquitous 
slogan plays an important part. 
Pedestrians’ wandering thoughts are re- 
called by notices warning them that “it 
is better to be careful a thousand times 
than crippled once,” and that, whereas 
‘it only takes a minute to get injured, 
it may take a year to recover.’’ Although 
this is Britain’s first organised attack on 
highway carelessness, the path has been 
paved by the activity of such bodies as 
the Road Fellowship League, an offshoot 
of the National “Safety. First” 
Association, which requires its members 
to subscribe to a _ regular “ road 
manners.’’ code. The Safety Week scheme 
needs universal support if it is to succeed, 
and it is unlikely to abolish all careless. 
ness on the English highways. Neverthe- 
less, if it merely teaches the community 
how much more pleasant the roads can 
become, it will have done a great deal.

TRINITY COLLEGE. 


NEW REGIUS PROFESSOR 
OF DIVINITY. 


- 


The Board of Trinity College, Dublin, 
has appointed the Rev. Newport John 
Davis White, D.D., Archbishop King’s 
Professor of Divinity, to be Regius 
Professor of Divinity in suecession 
to the Rev. Alan Hugh McNeile, D.D., 
who has resigned owing to ill-health. 

Dr. White, who is a son of the Rev. 
Henry Vere ‘White, M.A., incumbent of 
Swift’s Alley Church, Dublin, ane brother 
of the Right Rev. Harry Vere White, 
D.D., Bishop of Limerick, was born in 
1860. He entered Trinity College in 1880. 
and applied himself to the acquisition of 
knowledge that brought him many dis- 
tinctions as a classical and theological 
scholar. In. 1897 he was appointed 
assistant to the Professor of Divinity in 
the University of Dublin. Here he held 
numerous offices, He was assistant- 
lecturer in Hebrew, lecturer in English 
Bible from 1898 to 1915: Professor of 
Biblical Greek from 1906 to 1916, deputy 
for the Regius Professor of Divinity from 
1907 to 1916, and Archbishop King’s 
Professor of Divinity from 1916. He was 
chaplain to the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland from 1913 to 1921, and has been 
Librarian of Archbishop Marsh’s Library 
since 1898. 

Since 1911 Dr. White was a member of 
the General Synod of the Church of 
Ireland and took a very active interest in 
all the proceedings of that body. He 
applied a critical, but helpful, mind to the 
many suggestions in connection with the 
much discussed revision of the Book of 
Common Prayer, and his views on that 
and on many other subjects relating to 
the Church were always considered by 
the clergy and laity alike as very 
valuable contributions to the debate on 
the subjects under review, Dr. White 
is a prolific writer on theological subjects, 
and contributed to Hastings’s ' Dictionary 
of the Bible’’ and Hastings’s “ Dictionary 
of Christ and the Gospels.’ 

He is joint author of “ The Psalms of 
Israel” (1904), and was Editor of the 
“ Latin Writings of St. Patrick ” (1905). 
Other notable works from his pen are 
‘‘ Elias Bouhereau of La _ Rochelle,’ 
‘* Proceedings R.I.A.” (1908), “ Com- 
mentary on the Pastoral Epistles,’’ ‘* St. 
Patrick—His Life and Writings.’’ 


EGYPTIAN DELEGATES 
IN CAIRO 


FINANCE MINISTER AND 
THE NEGOTIATIONS 
From FREUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
CAIRO, Monday. 

On the arrival of the special train con- 
veying Nahas Pasha and his colleagues 
to-day the delegates were enthusiastically 
greeted by about a thousand ticket- 
holders inside the station, and when the 
Premier emerged from the station ten 
minutes later the crowd outside broke 
through the police cordon and swarmed 
around and on to his car, compelling it 
to halt. Mounted police beat back the 
crowd, and in a few minutes had encircled 
the car and got it going at a good speed. 

Meanwhile a policeman

crowded Opera square, doing more,

The police have cordoned off the street 
where the Wafd headquarters and club 
are located, but there are comparatively 
few people in the vicinity.

DISSEMINATION OF 
FALSE REPORTS.

_ Answering questions in the House of 
Commons yesterday, the Secretary of State 
for India, Mr. Wedgwood-Benn, said that 
he proposed to circulate to the House an 
appreciation of the situation up to Satur- 
day last as received from the Government 
of India. 

The following is the Government of 
India’s message : — 

1—The tribal situation on the North- 
West Frontier has been the chief interest 
during the week. In the Malakand Agency 
the rulers of Dir and Swat have made 
loyal offers of assistance. The Kurram 
Agency is quiet, and there is no trouble 
on the Kohat border. There has been some 
unrest in Bajaur, on the border of the 
Peshawar district, to a small extent in 
the Kyber Agency, and in Waziristan. 

On the Peshawar border the Haji of 
Turangzai and his son have been trying 
to raise a lashkar (armed forcey, but the 
Mohmands are generally holding aloof, 
and the lashkar does not exceed five 
hundred. They have received some support 
and encouragement from certain villages 
inside the Peshawar district border. 
Action from the air against the Haji’s 
son has had good effect. 

There is an Afridi lashkar of about 
five hundred at Gandao, but the main 
tribe is so far unaffected. 

In Tochi emissaries from Banna have 
succecded in stirring up some unrest, and 
a lashkear attacked the British post of 
Datta Khel on May llth. On May 14th 
several villages of the Madda: Khel who 
were conceyned in the attack were, after 
due warning, bombed from the air. The 
lashkar has now dispersed, and the tribal 
leaders aro reported to be negotiating for 
terms. 

A joint jirga (conference) of Mahsuds 
and Shakai Wazirs was held on the 16th 
to decide the attitude of the tribe. The 
result of this important jirga is not yet 
known. : 

The Wana Wazirs are quiet. 


SPREADING FALSE NEWS. 


Reports show that the unrest in 
Waziristan is due to the deliberate 
dissemination of false reports about the 
Peshawar disturbances, the Sarda Act and 
the political situation in India by mal- 


‘contents connected with the Congress. 


On the whole, the tribal situation has 
shown signs of improvement during the 
past two or three days, but is still unstable. 
A favourable sign is that there has been 
no hostiley movement of any tribe as a 
whole. 

2—In the North-West Frontier Province 
itself vigorous action has been taken to 
improve the position and the Seditious 
Meetings Act is now in force in Peshawar, 
Bannu and Kohat. Congress Committees 
have been declared unlawful associations 
in the last two places, where the police, 
with military support, have made arrests 
of.prominent agitators, | 

Peshawar city is still occupied by troops 
and feeling is still strong, Dut conditions 
are gradually returning to normal, and 
leading citizens are working to improve 
the situation. 

RED SHIRT ORGANISATION. 

The rural areas affected are confined to 
a portion of the Peshawar district and 
a few villages near Bannu city. A 
movable column has operated in the 
Oharsadda Tuhsil of Peshawar district 
with good effect against the Red Shirt 
organisation and certain villages which 
had been helping the Haji. of Turangzai. 
The Red Shirt organisation has been 
declared an unlawful association, and a 
certain number ot prominent members 
have been arrested. : 

The position in the province has 
definitely improved during the * week. 
There has been practically no opposition 
to the action taken by the authorities, 
and there has been no clash betwcen them 
and the people. 

3—The week has been comparatively 
quiet in other provinces. Bakrid (a 
religious festival) passed without trouble, 
except for a riot in Assam. 

Martial law has been declared in 
Sholapur consequent on the disorders of 
last. week, and the town is under com- 
plete control, Z 

A riot occurred in. Mymensingh 
(Bengal) on the 14th, as a result of a mob 
attempting to prevent delivery of excise 
liquer fi. a a Government’ dépót to 
vendors, but the situation was quickly in 
hand. There are indications that the 
public are getting tired of hartals and the 
loss of business involved. 


EFFORTS TO CORRUPT SIKHS. 


4—Strong and persisten. efforts are 
being made to disturb the Sikh com- 
munity over the Delhi Gurdwara incident, 
and inflammatory propaganda is being 
carriec. on. The sobor elements of the com- 
munity, while regretting the occurrence 
of the incident, appreciate the attitude of 
the authorities, and it 18 hoped that the 
efforts of anti-Government propaganda 
will not be serious. 

§—Rural areas, except in Gujerat, con- 
tinue in general to be little affected, but 
efforts are being made to extend hostile 
propaganda into the villages, and the pro- 
gramme of the All-Indi.. Congress Work- 
ing Committee, as formulated this week nt. 
Allahabad, contyins a -rect appeal to the 
rural classes in the incitement not to pay 
land revenue and certain other taxes. In 
Gujerat steps are “being taken to in- 
augurate a campaign fcr non-payment of 
land revenue. 

6—Breaches of the Salt Law by manu- 
facture become progressively negligible, 
but there has been a new development in 
uttemptec. raids by bands of volunteers on 
salt works, particularly on Dharasana 
Salt Works, in the Surat district. The 
members of the first raiding party at 
Dharasana, including the leader, Abbas 
Tyabji, were arrested; but other bands 
are taking its place, and the intention, as 
announced by the Congress, is to make 
Dharasana the centre of an All-India 
Satyagraha (passive resistance demopstra- 
tion). 

7—Deliberate dissemination of malicious 
and alarmist rumours continue. The 
absurdity of many of the rumours is, to 
some extent, defeating their purpose, and 
counter-publicity is having some effect. 
Several of the ‘newspapers which 
suspended publication on the issue of the 
Press ordinance are now appearing.

The position in Dublin and throughont 
the Free State regarding the strike by 
employés of the Irish Omnibus Company 
was unchanged yesterday. The company's 
services are being maintaimed by men who 
offered th: r labour in response to the 
advertisements issued by the company at 
the commencement of the strike. Pickets 
are placed at the various dépéts, and 
‘buses are being guarded by policemen, 
but no incidents are reported. 

An official of the company stated to an 
Irish Times representative yesterday that 
there are now sufficient services on the 
roads to meet the demands of the travel- 
ling public. 

““An important point,” he said, “is 
that the passengers are regaining con- 
fidence in the efficiency of the services, 
and we are glad of that. Moreover, we 
will do all that we can to see that that 
confidence is not disturbed. Additional 
"buses have been put on, and smooth run- 
ning is the result. We are almost back *o 
the point we had reached when the strike 
took place, and we have a sufficient service 
everywhere. 

Questioned on the policy of the com- 
pany, this official stated :— 

‘The company have not moved one iota 
from their original stand, and we do not 
intend to move. We refuse to recognise 
the union.”

This is the fifteentn day of Miss John- 
son’s flight to Port Darwn. ‘On Sunday, 
the fourteenth day of her flight, she 
landed at Singapore. The.distance from 
there to Tjomal is 720 miles; as the crow 
flies. . Miss Johnson followed the coast 
lines, and, therefore, covered a consider- 
ably gre.ter distance. 

She -will probably travel via Bima to 
Timor, which is twelve. hundred mites 
from Tjomal. Port Darwin. is approxi- 
mately three hundred and fifty miles 
beyond Timor, and the journey is -ntirely 
across sea.

Macdonald would be wise in his 
own Interests and in those of the nation at 
a very critical time, if he were to endeavour 
to secure for every stage of the work—and 
especially for a conference which had the 
approval of both wings of the Opposition— 
the same collaboration of parties which has 
heen displayed throughout the labours of the 
Statutory Commission.

He had not yet 
carried out that pledge, but so long as it 
remained suspended over the heads of 
the industries concerned there would be 
doubt and uncertainty. He asked Mr. 
Thomas for a declaration as to how long 
the safeguarding duties were to continue. 

Mr. Kingsley Griffith said that it was 
absurd to combine a plea for certainty 
with a plea for tariffs, considering that 
the Unionist Party were responsible for 
introducing the atmosphere of pure chance 
into the whole industrial system of the 
country.

“FIGURES VERY BAD AND 
GETTING WORSE,” 

Mr. J. H. Thomas (Lord Privy Seal) 
said that he must frankly admit that, if 
the problem of unemployment was re- 
garded from a purely party point of view, 
a tremendous case could, in the light of 
the published figures, be made against the 
Government and himself. He, therefore, 
made no complaint of the tone of Opposi- 
tion speakers in the debate, but appreciated 
rather the fair and broadminded way in 
which the subject had been dealt with. I 
do not attempt, he said, to minimise the 
figures. They are bad, and they are gettine 
worse. To-morrow they will show an 
increase of 27,000 this week, mainly im 
one direction, in one place, and from one 
cause. Included in the figures is a 
tremendous number of women. 

As the figures mounted week by week, 
he continued, he had asked himself, not 
once, but a thousand times: ‘‘It this due 
to any action of the Government?” If at 
was, no party label or prejudice ought to 
prevent the Government from taking steps 
to remedy it. He had also asked himself 
whether, |if the Government was not re- 
sponsible, it could do anything to deal 
with the problem. He thought there would 
be common agreement that no member 
would have suggested twelve months ago 
that such a position would occur, Was it, 
he asked, due to anything specially 
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uffered  be- 
free trade, he 
or ge to Germany and the United States 
apan, all protected countries, where 
re were large numbers of unemployed, 
and even to Australia, where there were 
14 per cent. unemployed, or to Canada, 
with 10 per cent. The problem of unem- 
loyment was not peculiar to ourselves. 
t 18 world-wide. 
Panic measures would do incalculable 
harm. If we were to announce an addi- 
tional expenditure of five million pounds 


in relief works, it would provide only for 


the 27,000 additional men thrown out of 
employment this week. It would also be 
wrong for the Government to say: ‘‘ We 
must do nothing.” 

The test íor relief work was whether the 
expenditure would ultimately be ré- 
munerative, and would tend to the eneral 
economic efficiency of the nation. By that 
standard he asked the House fairly to 
judge the actions of the Government. The 
total amount of e iture sanctioned 
was ninety-fige million pounds sterling, 
providing employment for 380,000 men 
for a year. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain asked what 
time the works would take. 

Mr. Thomas—TIt is difficult to say. 
Some are spread over a period of years. 

Mr. Maxton (Labour, Bridgeton)—How 
many men are employed on these schemes 
av this moment? 

Mr. Thomas—Independently of the rail- 
way scheme, 100,000 men, directly or in- 
directly.

eficient. “But I would be deceiving 
the House," he said, “if I did not add 
that anyone who assumed that this 
problem would be solved by any expendi- 
ture of this kind was living in a fool's 
paradise.’’

No greater mistake could be made than 
to minimise the effect on 
industry, and on the problem of un- 
employment, of a feeling of uncertainty 
and insecurity. ‘‘It is true,” he said, 
“ that from January to April this year 
the uncertainty existing in trades in this 
country did contribute to the unemployed 
problem, and the evil of it is that from 
the moment the Budget is introduced the 
same agitation starts all over again. This 
want of confidence that is permeating the 
country, among all business sections, is 
having a bad effect.

“I have been told that people are 
taking their money out of the country, 
and I think it is true, but bad as the 
position is here, I would ask them what 
other country, from the standpoint of 
security, hope, and the genera! social 
conditions of the people, offers a better 
opportunity than this country.”

Mr. Thomas—‘‘In the position in 
which I see the country at the moment, 
bad as it is, I am not going to take the 
view of those people who merely assume 
that we are down and out.”

The people of Lancashire, he continued, 
were suffering as much as me engaged in 
the coal trade ever suffered. And the position 
was aggravated by the events in India and 
China. He recalled the demonstrations that 
arose in connection with unemployment 
thirty years ago, and said that in spite of 
all our difficulties it was some consolation to 
find that the masses of our people were far 
better off than those in any of the countries 
he had referred to. 

Mr. Kirkwood—But they got that from the 
Tories and the Liberals. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Thomas retorted that what was done 
by Liberals or Tories “ bore the hall-mark of 
the Labour members.” (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Maxton (Labour, Bridgeton)—If you 
could extract so much from the other parties 
twenty years ago, we have a right to expect 
something more now. (Laughter.) _ 

Mr. Thomas—The Boards of Guardians’ re- 
turns to-day are the best tribute to what 
this Government has done. So far as we can 
stimulate and encourage legitimate expendi- 
ture for useful work we will do so. I will 
continue in the direction which I am going— 
of trying to make the trade and industries of 
the country better able to compete in the 
future than they were in the past. The 
whole world position is such that no one cam 
feel happy, but we have the consolation at 
leasi of knowing that when the tide turns 
and there is an improvement as a result of 
our efforts, this country will he better able 
fo take advantage of it than it was before. 
(Cheers.) 


‘A CONFESSION OF FAILURE.” 


Mr. David Kirkwood said that Mr. 
Thomas’s speech was a confession of com- 
plete failure. What was the good of a 
Labour Government when they had this 
week nearly two million people out of em- 
ployment? The only solution to the unem- 
ployment problem was Socialism. 

What is Socialism’? asked a Conservative 
member. 

I will tell vou that some other day, re- 
joined Mr. Kirkwood, but my Socialism 
means that everyone shall have a decent 
standard of living. Mr. Thomas, continued 
Mr. Kirkwood, had been left to “carry the 
baby” for the whole Cabinet. (Laughter.) 
When the Government took office they must 
have believed that they would be able to 
improve the lot of the workers. They had 
not done it, and if they knew that they 
could not do it, they should get out at 
the earliest possible moment. (Opposition 
cheers. } 

Mr. George Lansbury, who wound ap the 
debate for the Government, was cheered by 
his colleagues when he asked the Opposition 
if they were prepared to follow other coun- 
tries in the means they had taken to re- 
duce their war debts. There was a good 
deal of laughter. when in reply to 
a question from the Conservative 
henches as to when these unemployment 
figures were going to stop, Mr. Lansbury re- 
plied—-'' Ask me another.” 

A motion by Mr, Hannersley to reduce 
the vote by £100 was defeated by 224 votes 
to 209, and the House adjourned at 11.54 
p.m.

The Pennsylvania 3 
made very valuable discoveries at Meydum 
since the beginning of operations last Novein- 
ber, have coneentrated chiefly on the various 
tombs near the mid, on the Pyramid 
itself, the Pyramid Temple, and the great 
causeway leading therefrom to the. hit 
unexcavated témple in the valley below the 
Pyramid. . 

The oldest tombs present a curious contrast. 
Some of the sim are pits with recesses, 
just large e h to ‘held two or three 
crouched skeletons, the heads to the North 
and their faces turned to the East. Others 
are large underground chambers of heavy 
masonry, both types dating to the comimenrce- 
ment of the Fourth Dynasty, and. yet the 
burials for which the massive stone. tombs 
were built seem to have been almost unpre- 
tentious as the -humblest “ erouched ” burial. 


TOMBS IN A ROCK, 

One of these great tombs is built in a large 
trench cut out of the rock, 66 feet by 23 
feet, and 35 feet deep. “The sides of the rék- 
cut trenches contain underground tombs, 
literally honeycombéed with burials, dating 
onwards from about the 20th asty:  Qne 
of the 12th Dynasty burials (2,000 n.c.) found 
at Meydum contained amethyst and lapis- 
lazuli necklaces, a quantity of jewelléry. in- 
cluding a bead pectoral amethyst necklace, 
and a string of exquisite miniature amulets 
cut in cornelian jasper and lapis-lazuli. 

After clearing the Pyramid the Expedition 
turned their attention to a small temple on 
the east side, discovered and partially wn- 
covered by Professor Flinders Petrie in 1891. 
This temple contains (firstly) a passage lead- 
ing from the entrance to (secondly) a central 
chamber, a door in the west wall of which 
opens out on to (thirdly) a small offering 
court containing two stelr, with a likation 
eltar between. The temple was never really 
finished; for the walls are only partially 
dressed down in places. In the court are 
two great plain stele with rounded tops. 
similar to those fourd in the Abydos Royal 
tombs of the First Dynasty..and similar to 
those found in the Second Dynasty tomb of 
King Perabsen. 


A 700 FEET CAUSEWAY. 

At Meydum. in the Fourth Dynasty. 
Mastabah, in the tomb of Rahdéteb, another 
two stelm were found in the offering court. 
Between the two stele in the Meydum temple 
is a small altar for offerings, while behind 
the altar itself must have once stood a great 
‘false ” door, perhaps of granite, through 
which the ka of the deceased monarch is 
supposed to issue in order to receive the 
offerinys placed on the altar. i 

Fach king's pyramid of the ancient empire 
had a causeway leading between its two 
temples, but whereas in other cases the 
causeways are only partially cleared, the 
causeway at Meydum is éxcavated through- 
out the entire length, about 700 feet, equal- 
ling almost exactly 400 ancient Egyptian 
cubits. Near the lower end of the causeway 
are traces of a great double wooden door, 
the stone door sockets of which are held by 
pivots still in position. Some of the walls 
of the valley temple have been discovered, 
but further work has been postponed until 
next November. 
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BRITISH MUSEUM 
EXPEDITION. 


THE PAST SEASON'S WORK; 


From Revrer's CORRESPONDENT. 

p> CAIRO, Monday. 

Che Archeological Expedition, conductéd 
by Mr. Brunton on behalf of the British 
Museum, carried out an exploration of the 
Badari district during the past winter. As 
the desert between Deir Tasa and Khawaled 
had been theeofhir searched for archao- 
logical remains during the 1928 and 1929 
seasons, the work was shifted northward to 
Matmar. 

Here the ancient cemeteries were found to 
have been badly plundered during the last 
few years, and, if scientific exploration had 
been undertaken earlier, the results would 
have been of much greater value. 

Near Khawaled were the scattered traces 
of Badarian settlements, obviously of the 
most transitory character. A small group of 
graves of that period was found, together 
with two others of the Becond and Thitd 
Dynasties, but the burials were of the poore:’ 
type. Cemeteries of considerable size, of the 
second imtermediate period, must have ‘¢on- 
tained objects of interest, but everything had 
been removed during the past few days. 
WHERE RAMESES BUILT A TEMPLE. 

Towards Matmar the cliffs recede from 
cultivation, and the wide, flat desert gave no 
indication of remains of an early period. 
Jne small Badarian ores Á however, 
yielded a few coarse varieties of pottery and 
a certain amount of anthropological evidenee, 
while close to it the villagers had overlooked 
a number of pre-dynastic graves, which are 
of particular interest. All the finds can he 
assigned a date, and they give a good idea of 
the products of that age. 

Adjoining Matmar is the site of a town 
of the Nineteenth Dynasty, in which Rameses 
Il. built a temple to the God Seti. One 
lintel, with his cartonches, and one founda- 
tion deposit remained. Most of the 
inscribed blocks and other deposits, 
which survived until modern times, were 
removed some years ago, but one or two frag- 
ments showed stones of a temple of 
Akhenaten. It had been raised by Rameses, 
and chips of granite statues from both 
temples and many small. pieces of alabaster 
construction showed that both buildings had 
been elaborately furnished. 


UNEXPECTED LUCK. 

Ruins of houses in the vicinity 
temple site, occupied until the 22nd Dynasty, 
or a little later, yielded a few domestic objects 
and scarabs of some interest. The expedi- 
tion had a stroke of luck when working near 
some modern grave sites near Matmar, in a 
part oí the desert not examined by the 
villagers for antiquities; for a closely. 
packed cemetery was discovered, cont ning 
€00 graves of the 22nd Dynasty. A third of 
the graves contained objects, such as scarabs, 
heads, and blue glaze statuettes of divinities 
Some were of 
surprisingly good quality, though adding 
littie to the knowledge of the social conditions 
of the period. They will constitute fine addi- 
tions to the Cairo Museum. 

Eastward of Matmar the tips of the desert 
spurs were almost all occupied by remains 
of various dates. Among them were found 
a few specimens of early seal amulets anil 
scarabs, and two groups of stone vases of the 
late Second Dynasty. One object, an 
alabaster cup, worked to marvellous thinness, 
is a particularly beautiful object.

OFFICIAL STORY OF 
SHOLAPUR.

REPORTED MOB 
ATROCITIES DENIED. 


From Revter's CORRESPONDEN1. 
BOMBAY, Monday. 

A review of the events in Sholapur irom 
May 7, when the first signs of trouble were 
noticed, until, to-day, when the situation is 
reported’ to be approaching the normal, is 
contained in the following communyve 
issued by the Bombay Government :— 

The position on May 11, when the District 
Magistrate had at his disposal 260 Indian 
Infantry, thirty ‘Auxiliaries, and about 
eighty police, was that the mobs scattered 
immediately at the sight of the troops, but 
showed the utmost ferocity when the police 
appeared. 

Ihe police themselves, as a result of the 
atwocious murder of their comradeés, of their 
own injuries, and of the anxiety of their 
families, were in a highly excited state, and 
the authorities considered that if the police 
were attacked by the mob it might be impos- 
sible to control their fire. It was, therefore, 
almost essential that the police should he 
withdrawn temporarily, and .given a rest. 
In these circumstances it was found impos- 
sible to take any further immediate steps to 
regain contrel of the town. 

. MARTIAL LAW. - 

The position was further veviewed on the 
morning of May 12th, and mire reinioyce- 
ments were called up from Poona. The 
Officer Commanding, with the concurrence 
of the District Megowais recommended that 
on the arrival of the reinforcements martial 
law shouldibe deolared. The Government of 
Bombay were informed of this décision, and 
ao“ to accept it on the afternoon of May 


_ The second battalion of the Royal Ulster 
Fusiliens were immediately di ‘hed from 
Poona, and while they were enroute martial 
_law was declared at 8.30 p.m. on May 18th. 
The Ulsters arrived before midnight, and the 
city was occupied by the troops by 4.30 a.m. 
the following day. 

Martial law was enforced after 9.45 a.m. 
Steps were immediately taken to reassure the 
law-abiding section of the population, while 
a stop was put to ali demonstrations against 
"law and order. 

i BACK TO NORMAL. 

Since the declaration of martial law no dis- 
turbances have occurred, not a single shot 
has been fired, and the present position is 
ona of complete quiet. 

Every encouragement was given to traders 
to reopen the shops, many of which had 
already begun to do business again by the 
morning of May 15. 

Life in the Mohammedan quarter of the 
town is now normal, save for the restrictions 
necessarily imposed by the Curfew order and 
the order preventing thé assembly of crowds 
except during hours of prayer. 

In other parts of the city the rate of pro- 
gress towards normality is uneven, but every- 
where progress is noticeable. Mills were re- 
opened last Friday morning, and the attend- 
ance of employés was very goo4, 

_. MILITARY TRIBUNAL. 

During the first few days of martial law 
military tribunals were established. and 
dealt wholly with martial law offences, all 
offences which occurred before May -12 being 
left to the ordinary courts to deal with. 
These military tribunals have now been super- 
seded, and the ordinary civil criminal courts 
have resumed their work. 

__ The civil magistrates are making cognisance 
of offences of all classes, including those 
under martial law regulations, which will re- 
main in force until martial law is withdrawn. 
which. it is hoped, will be possible within a 
few davs if nothing occurs to disturb the 
tranquility of the city, 

: THE CASUALTIES. 

Casualties among the mob cannot be ex- 
actly estimated, but a private medical 
practitioner, who himself treated a number 
of them and has been in close touch with all 
the other city doctors, calculates that there 
were about fifty casualties, including thirteen 
dead. Only eight of the fatal cases are 
known to the authorities. 

The total! number of rounds fired by the 
police during the disturbances was 103 rounds 
of ball and 10 of buckshat. ‘he figures of the 
nuniber of revolver shots fired have not been 
supplied, but they are known to be very 
small. It is understood that troops and 
auxiliaries did not fire at all. 

NO INDISCRIMINATE FIRING, 

Tales of indiscriminate firing by sergeants 
or others are absolutely false. No shots were 
fired by anyone except under orders or in 
self-defence.

SENATORIAL INQUIRY 
AT WASHINGTON. 


—s— 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
WASHINGTON, Monday. 

Confident that they have sufficient votes 
to ratify the London Treaty, both the 
Foreign Relations Committee and the 
Naval Committee motions to-day 
in favour of hastening the conclusion of 
the public hearings in the inquiry into 
the Treaty. They hope. te dis of the 
remaining witnesses in a few days and to 
get the Treaty before the Senate, believing 
that ratification is certain. 

Reservations from the Naval Committee 
will probably be presented by Senator 
Swanson, saying that he had asked for a 
diplomatic exchange with Britain for the 
purpose of clearing up the disputed inter- 
pretation of the section relating to re- 

lacements.. The Administration leaders 
ao not expect any opposition of a nature 
seriously to menace ratification. 

Before the Foreign Relations Committee 
Senator Reed sought to show that Admiral 
Jones had expressed an opinion a year 
ago contrary to the stand he was now 
taking. Admiral Jones told the Senators 
to-day. that he was opposed to the Treaty 
provision in regard to both eight-inchers 
and six-ihchers. Mr. Reed presented a 
letter written by Admiral Jones last June, 
in which he said: ‘‘ There are instances 
when a six-inch gun has an advantage 
over an eight-inch gun.” Mr. Reed de- 
manded whether that was still Admiral 
Jones's opinion. ‘The Admiral replied: 
“With certain modifications, that is still 
my opinion. I would like to add that the 
letter was written to find a yard-stick.’’ 

Examining Rear-Admiral _ Bristol, 
Senator Reed presented statistics of the 
cruiser strength of the British and 
Japanese at the opening of the Confer- 
ence, asking: ‘‘ You do not suppose they 
have ceased building to allow us to catch 
them up without this Treaty, do you? ”’ 

Admiral Bristol replied that, taking 
into account their financial condition, he 
did not think they could continue. 

Mr. Swanson suggested: ‘‘ This seems 
to have boiled down the question of 
forty-three thousand tons of six-inchers to 
thirty thousand of cight-inchers? ”’ 

Admiral Bristol, replying, said “ Yes.” 

Mr. Swanson continued—‘‘ Well, should 
I reject the Treaty on such a point? ”’ 
The Admiral replied—‘‘ That is your re- 
sponsibility. I cannot give an opinion, 
but on that point the Navy is concerned 
over fixing a precedent on eights that will 
affect us more seriously hereafter.’’

GERMAN SCEPTICISM, 
From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Monday. 

Although . official quarters are reticent 
in regard to the Briand Pan-European 
Memorandum and prefer to study it 
thoroughly before commenting thereon, 
the Berlin Vress, with tie exception of 
the Democratic and. Socialist papers, are 
sceptical, not to say opposed, to the 
French Foreign Minister 's ideas. 

The Nationalist L0kalanceiger, for 
example, sees a significant coincidence in 
M. Briand’s move and France’s “' political 
isolation ’’ sinee the London Conference. 
It points out that M. Briand’s gesture is 
in reality an attempt to exert pressure 
upon England, Italy and the United 
States, which refused to be party to the 
splitting up of Europe. The newspaper 
even goes so far as to suggest that M. 
Briand, by his proposed federation, is 
planning to nati England from Europe, 
and make France predominant on the 
Continent. 

The Socialist Voricaerts at present 
appears to be the only paper in Berlin 
whch accepts M. Briand’s idea with some 
enthusiasm. '

(c) Intensive boycott of foreign cloth, not 
only in regard to future purchases, 
but also existing stocks, 

(d) Initiation of campaign for non-pay- 
ment of land reyenue and taxes in 
certain provinces and areas. 

(e) Breaches of Forest Laws. 

(f), Boycott of British goods, and also 
boycott of British banking, insurance, 
shipping and other institutions. 

(g) Boycott of liquor shops. 

It seems probable that the immediate 
result will be an increase in picketing of 
foreign cloth and liquor shops, and that 
an early result will be an attempt to 
initiate a campaign for non-payment of 
land :cvenue and taxes. 

INCREASED DANGER OF DISORDER. 

The programme:contains little that has 
not been previously proposed, and its 
significance lies not so much in the scope 
of the proposals as in the declared inten- 
tion to attempt to give early effect to 
them. 

It is clear that Congress intend to carry 
on their mischievous programme regard- 
less of all consequences. The intensive 
picketing of cloth and liquor shops, in- 
volving direct interference with the busi- 
ness of traders, cannot fail to increase the 
dangers of disorders. The programme 
generally is-calculated to arouse anti- 
Government and racial feeling. Its object 
is to make government impossible, and, 
in order to achieve this end, those respon- 
sible for it are prepared to sacrifice the 
present and future interests of the 
country. To prevent this the Govern- 
ment will us? their full resources.

LABOUR M.P.’S OUTBURST 
IN HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Mr. Wedgwood Benn, Secretary for India, 
replying in the House of Commons to Mr. 
W. Davison (Conservative), who asked 
whether he had now obtained any evidence 
as to the activities of the Third Communist 
International in India in fomenting unrest 
and disaffection, not only in the towns, but 
in the villages, said that he had nothing to 
add to his reply of last Monday. . 

Mr. Davison—Is the India Office alone un- 
aware of the fact that Communist agents 
are going about through India fomenting 
unrest ? 

Mr. Benn—The hon. member asked me for 
any official information in my possession, 
and that I have given. Further than that I 
cannot go. 

The Marquis of Titchfield (Conservative)— 
Is it nota fact that emblems of the sickle and 
the hammer have been seen many times in 
India during the disturbances ? 

Mr. Kirkwood (Labour)—The question sug- 
ested that the unrest in India is due to 
‘ommunist propaganda, Is it not the case 
that the unrest there is due to thé fact that 
we, the British, have bled India white for a 
century and a half? (Interruptions, and 
cries of ‘* Order,” ) 

THE SPEAKER INTERVENES. 

The Speaker intervened, 

Mr. Kirkwood—Mr. Speaker, my point is 
this—that the statement I have made is the 
statement of the Leader of the Labour Party. 
(Renewed interruptions. ) 

The Speaker said that the question only 
asked for information on one point, and that 
had been replied to. 

Mr. Benn, in reply to Mr. Wardlaw Milne 
(Cons.), said that the estimated incidence of 
the salt. tax in India was fourpence to four- 
pence halfpenny per head of the population. 

Mr. Benn informed Mr. Thurtle (Lab.) 
that he had uo confirmation of a story that 
British troops in Sholapur had been removing 
Gandhi caps from the héads of wearers in the 
streets, ie had ascertained that the story 
was untrue.

So far as he 
was aware no other part of India had been 
placed under martial law. . 

When General Clifton Brown suggested 
that the Government of Ind‘a should apply 
martial law to the whole Bombay Presidency 
and ‘‘ stop fooling about with revolution and 
ararchy,’’ .

HOMELESS.

“BOBBY” JONES WINS THE 
GOLD VASE.

68 AT SUNNINGDALE. 


“ Bobby ’’ Jones yesterday from a field of 
one hundred of the best players ®f Britain 
won a thirty-six holes stroke competition for 
the Gold Vase at Sunningdale with rounds 
of 75 and 68. 

Jones proved not only that he is a really 
great golfer, but that he is a really great 
fighter; for his first round had given him a 
comparatively minor place amongst the 
leaders. In that round Jones looked as 
though he was hot inspired to great heights 
especially when he took three putts and had 
more ‘‘ bogey ’’ figures than Nirdies ” 5 but 
in his great fight towards the end he rose 
from the rut of mere commonplace to a 
wonderful achievement, and “ birdie ” figures 
came to him with the same ease and grace as 
though he were playing in an ordinary 
friendly round; 

The finish was thrilling. Even the Duke 
of York, who remained to see Jones take a 
comfortable 5 for the last hole to win by a 
single stroke, joined in the excitement, jwst 
as his brothers, the Prince of Wales, the 
Duke of Gloucester and Prince George, had 
wey when they watehed Jones earlier in the 

ay. 

To appreciate the final struggle, it is neces- 
sary to know that the Hon. W. G. Brownlow, 
a son of Lord Largan, and a player who 
figured in the semi-final of the famous 
amateur championship, which was won by 
Jessie Sweetser, had led the field at the end 
of the first round with a score of 69, which 
created a new record for Sunningdale, which 
course has been altered since Jones went 
round in 66, 

Two members of the American Walker 
Cup team were on his heels. George Voigt 
and Dr Willing having 72, and George von 
Elm being placed third, with some Britishers 
at 73. Jones needed a 5 at the last hole to 
win, He did not play for a 4, but just con- 
tented himself with his five, and victory, by 
a shot, and he still holds Sunningdale’s 
amateur record with his Second round of 68. 

Meanwhile the other Americans had their 
adventures, and could not challenge for the 
lead, while the Britishers, amongst whom 
were most of the Walker Cup players, had 
to give up all hope. Cyril Tolley, who took 
76 in the first round at the ninth tee in the 
afternoon, decided to retire. T. A. Bourn, 
the English champion, who partnered Jones, 
also retired.

COSTLY INDIAN BORROWING. 

Political conditions in the Dependency have 
made it necessary for the India Government 
to offer a high rate of interest for approxi- 
mately £7,000,000 of fresh money. Jnder- 
writing was arranged yesterday of a loan 
for that amount, which carries 6 per cent. 
interest, and is offered at 99 per cent., but 
it is a short-dated security, being repayable 
in 1935, or at the option of the Government 
in or after 1933. A coupon for £2 15s, per 
cent. will be paid on December 15 next. The 
issue price means, of course, a yield of over 
6 per cent., and probably the new security 
will appeal more to the Money Market than 
to the Stock Exchange. This fresh borrow- 
ing recalls the fact that in 1921 India floated 
a loan of £7,500,000, carrying the unusually 
high interest rate of 7 per cent., for the 
stock was issued at par. This also was a 
short-dated security, for it was redeemable 
at par in October, 1931, or at 102 per cent. 
between October, 1926, and April, 1931. The 
whole amount was paid off long before the 
latest date. Naturally the underwriting of 
this new Indian loan had a weakening effect 
upon the Gilt-edged market, especially as the 
operation represents fresh borrowing. 


SUN INSURANCE. 

The directors of the Sun Insurance Office 
ropose to transfer £120,000 from profit and 
tebe to capital account, thus making £2 10s.

For the purpose of showing the facilities 
offered by Galway as a trans-Atlantic port, the 
Limerick Steemship Co., Ltd., on behalf of 
the North German Lloyd, invited their 
agents from various districts in the West of 
Ireland to a reception on board the s.s. 
Dresden (17,000. tons), outward bound from 
Bremen to New York, on the occasion of that 
liner’s first visit to Galway last Saturday. 
The party numbered 120. 


VISITORS WELCOMED. 

After dinner had. been served, Captain 
Kinkle welcomed the visitors to the Dresden, 
and said that while it was her first call to 
Galway, it was not the first of the North 
German Lloyd liners to call there. His com- 
pany had been the first to make Galway a 
regular port of call. In his opinion Galway 
was a perfectly safe harbour for any liner, 
and it needed very little knowledge of naviga- 
tion to bring a ship to anchor safely in the 
wonderful Bay of Galway. He proposed the 
toast of *‘ Prosperity to Galway.” 


WHAT GALWAY HAS DONE, 

Replying to the toast, Mr. T. 4. W. Kenny, 
President of the Galway Chamber of Com- 
merce and of the Irish Tourist Association, 
said that it would be the great work of this 
generation to restore teGalway Bay its rightful 
»osition as the great sea outlet of Western 
Barone 

In May, 1927, he said, the first North 
German Lloyd liner called at Galway, and 
since then Lloyd liners had been calling in 
ever-increasing numbers, until now virtually 
every line that sailed the North Atlantic 
made Galway a regular port of call. Now 
that Galway had staked its claim to recogni- 
tion as a trans-Atlantic port, they must not 
forget the pioneers of a service that was 
utilised by all. They as agents of the 
shipping companies should never forget the 
company that made Galway once more 
prosper, and that laid the future of a great 
Connacht. 

What had been done in the brief space of 
two and-a-half years’ The most modern dis- 
infecting station in Ireland had been built 
at a cost of £2,500; a Customs shed had been 
erected at the new dock, at a cost of nearly 
£5,000; a new transport pavilion had been 
built at the Dun Angus Dock, at a cost of 

950; a new tender had been purchased and 
aut in commission, at a cost of £5,250; pens 
nad been erected at the docks to facilitate the 
growing cattle and ship exports from the 
port, at a cost of £1,073. This initial ex- 
penditure of nearly £13,000 was an evidence 
of the faith of the Galway Harbour Com. 
missioners and their allied bodies in the 
future of Galway port. 


LAST YEAR'S CALLS. 

Even with existing facilities they had reason 
to be satisfied with their progress. Last year 
they had thirty-four calls of trans-Atlantic 
liners, carrying 5,242 passengers, as agains‘ 
eleven calls in 1928. This year they expected 
seventy sailings, and should play their part 
in taking tourists direct to this country from 
the United States and Canada. 

Commercially also Galway had a great 
future before it, They had 180 cargo vessels 
making use of the port in 1929, the tonnage 
being 553.484, as against a tonnage of 
217,076 in the previous vear. Now, their 
good friends, the Limerick Steamship Com- 
pany, were making regular weekly calls at the 
port, and were successfully developing Gal. 
way’s export trade. 


THE LIMERICK COMPANY. 

Mr. James O'Keeffe, general manager of 
the Limerick Steamship Company, proposing 
the toast of the Irish agents of the North 
German Lloyd Company, said that it was not 
true to describe them as emigration agents. 
They were simply agents of the travelling 
public, and emigration would continue 
whether they were there or not. 

The toast was cordially honoured. - Mr. 
McDermott, President of the Agents’ Associa- 
tion, rephed. 

An enjoyable concert was given at night 
in the Great Southern Hotel, Galway. 


TRIP TO KILRONAN. 

On Surday the agents and their friends 
took a trip to Kilronan, on one of the Aran 
Islands, having a most interesting experience. 
Luncheon was served at Kilronan, and the 
visitors then steamed back on the new tender 
to visit the Karlsruhe, homeward bound for 
Bremen from New York. The party 
heartily welcomed by Captain Filsinger (“the 
Galway captain |), who made the visitors feel 
very much at home. 

Over 400 bags of mail were transferred to 
the tender, together with sixty passengers, 
mostly returning Irish-Americans. 

The number of passengers from Galway who 
travelled to New York on the Dresden was 
105.

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LORD BEAVERBBOOK AND

ACCIDENT ON FAIR GROUND. 

One of the thrills in connection with the 
Fair ground at Chester is the ‘‘ Death Head 
Rider's Performance,” where a man on a 
motor cycle encircles the Drome, about forty 
feet high, at a speed of sixty miles an hour, 
which means that the cyclist at times will 
be almost horizontal. 

Yesterday Jack Todd (23), married, was 
practising the feat with a boy, Jimmy Styles 
(15), riding on the front of the cycle, when 
the bov apparently swooned and gripped hold 
of Todd, with the result that the machine 
wobbled and fell, with the boy underneath 
and Todd on top. Both were brought. out 
of the Drome semi-conscious and badly in- 
jured about the head and the upper part of 
the body. 

They were removed to Chester Royal Ia- 
firmary, where their condition last evening 
was serious. 

An eye-witness of the crash said that ‘t 
‘all happened in a flash.'’ Todd was circling 
round the Drome at high speed when tiie 
engine stopped, the back wheel seemed to 
skid, and the boy fell off. Todd made a 
gallant attempt to hold him, but without 
success.

James Henry Massey (22), a master d7er, 
of Hartley road, Altrincham, Cheshire, was, 
at Manchester Assizes yesterday, found not 
uilty on a charge of the manslaughter of 
Miss Mary Wheeler Blakemore (22), of Park 
road, Ashton-on-Mersey. 
Mr. Justice Mackinnon ordered Massey 
to be discharged. The case for the prosecu- 
tion was that, as Miss Blakemore “was board- 
ing a tramear at Sale, while on her way to 
a party, she was knocked down and killed 
by a car driven by Massey. 
Massey denied that he was hove 
more than twenty miles an hour. He sai 
that when the woman was boarding the tram 
she suddenly jumped back. in front of. his

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FIRE, 
THREE FIREMEN 
INJURED, 
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Thousands of home-going city workers 
stopped last night to watch a big blaze which 
broke out at the riverside wharf of Messrs. 
H. E. Perry and Sons, flour dealers, near 
Blackfriars Bridge, London. 

It was a most spectacular fire, with flames 
leaping high above the building, and dense 
volumes of smoke pouring across the river. 
At times the river for nearly a mile was 
almost blotted out by the pall of smoke. 
Three firemen were overcome by the choking 
smoke and were burned on the face and 
hands. Jack Wilkins, foreman, who dis- 
covered the fire also received burns on the 
face. 

The fire was attacked by firemen from the 
river and from the bank. Operations were 
hampered by the smoke and fire helmets had 
to be worn by those entering the building. 
A number of dray horses were quickly led out 
by employes as soon as the fire was dis- 
covered. Barges lying close in were hurriedly 
towed out of danger, and tugs and ships were 
warned to keep to the middle of the river, 
away from fiving sparks. 

On the street side of the building—Com- 
mercial road—water poured into basements 
and celiars. So great was the volume of 
water rushing from the building that traffic 
had to be diverted. Sacks of flour brought 
out of the premises were used as a barrage 
against the water, and householders also 
struggled with brooms to keep the water 
away from their houses. 

For two hours the fire blazed furiously, 
flames shooting through the roof high into 
the air, while smoke rose above the lofty 
water-towers and blotted out the firemen who 
were perched on them. 

Later the fire broke out again and flames 
shot thirty feet into the air. The river fire- 
float which had ceased playing, was brought 
into use again, and the hoses were concen- 
trated on a corner of the building nearest 
the river. 

Tt was not expected that the fire would be 
out before daybreak to-day. 

Great excitement was caused at the second 
outbreak, when a fireman at the top of a 
tower examining a wall became enveloped in 
smoke. People stood with straining eyes 
trying to penetrate the swirling mass to see 
if he was still safe. One woman screamed 
and collapsed, overcome by the tension of 
the situation. Finally, the wind blew the 
smoke away, to show the fireman grasping 
the side of a ladder with one hand and 
waving to his comrades with the other. 


DEAD WOMAN 
ROADSIDE. 
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IDENTIFICATION MYSTERY. 

Despite a wireless appeal throughout the 
country, and exhaustive inquiries by the 
Cheshire Constabulary, in co-operation with 
Scotland Yard, the woman whose _partiy- 
clothed body was found by the roadside on 
Sunday morning between Altrincham anc 
Stockport still remained unidentified yester- 
dav evening. 

A post-mortem examination 
made by Dr. R. Nightingale, Stockport, 
police surgeon, and Dr, Bean, of Cheadle, 
failed to reveal any cause of death, and ii 
was then decided that the contents of the 
stomach should be analvsed with a view to 
ascertaining whether dvath was due to drugs 
Or poison. 

It is expected that the inquest will be 
opened to-dav at Cheadle, and will be ad 
journed after formal evidence of the finding of 
the body has been given. No information as to 
anyone being missing from the neighbonr- 
hood has been received, and the police are 
now concentrating on the possibility that the 
woman came from a town some dlistauce 
away.

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STRANGER IN CAR KILLED IN 
COLLISION 

At Norwich yesterday,  Jamus 
Joseph MacIntyre, described as “a medhcal 
practitioner, of Great Ormsby, near Yar- 
mouth, was committed for trial on a charge 
of manslaughter, bail being allowed. After 
spending a day at Norwich, Dr, MacIntyre 
started. to drive home in his car, in which a 
man named Capps was riding. Whiie 
travelling along a busy street at a speed oí 
thirty miles an hour, the car collided with a 
tram car, and Capps was thrown out and 
killed. Dr. MacIntyre was seriously injured, 
and was in hospital for a fortmght. 

Giving evidence, Dr. Macintyre said that 
he could not remember how he spent the 
night in Norwich, and he did not know how 
Capps, who was a stranger to hym, came to 
be in the car.

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WIDE RANGE OF SUBJECTS. 

Patent specifications published in the 
Official Journal of the Industral Property 
(fice for April illustrate the range of 
subjects with which inventors deal. To quote 
a few subjects at random, specifications ac- 
cepted this month deal with petrol pumps, 
artificial teeth, telescopic gasometers, arti- 
ficial pearls, telephones and methods of 
preserving food. 

The Anglo-American Oil Company are the 
communicators of an invention dealing with 
petrol pumps of the piston type. The 
accuracy of this type of measurmg pump 
depends usually on the staunchness of the 
foot valve, and any leakage at this point 
may result in less than the correct amount 
being delivered. The new pump provides a 
reservoir of liquid to make up for any leak- 
age that may take place through the foot 


valve. 
ARTIFICIAL PEARLS. 

Two specifications, 10274 and 10287, a 
patent and patent of addition, deal with the 
manufacture of pearls. Liquefied colloids fall 
from a drooping device into a bath of cooling 
liquid, in which solidification takes place, 
and the invention provides for keeping the 
cooling liquid free from eddies in the primary 
solidification area, so as to avoid coalescence 
of the pearls, and arranges for a flow of 
liquid from the more remote area to carrv 
off the solidified pearls. 
_ [he present popularity of the gramaphone 
Is veflected in the number of inventions 
dealing with improvements therein. Specifica- 
tion No. 10276 describes an arrangement by 
which a record may be repeated any desired 
number of times automatically. This specifi- 
cation stands in the name of the Gramophone 
Company, Ltd. 

TELEPHONE INVENTIONS. 

Siemens and Halske have a groun of im. 
portant telephone inventions, which dea] with 
automatic and semi-automatic tandem ex 
changes, directed to reduce the cost of pro- 
viding sparsely populated districts with an 
efficient telephone service. Some of the 
specifications deal with A.C. _ signalling 
devices, and others are directed to the avoid 
ance of interference produced by high tension 
power grids in the neighbourhood of the 
telephone system. 

A communication from a German inventor 
describes in Specification No. 10291 a new 
construction of the chewing surfaces of 
artificial teeth. Instead of imitating the 
natural tooth, the surfaces are designed to 
permit the back teeth of the lower set to 
slide over the upper teeth 
without tending to displace the dentures, 
and to give, as the inventor savs, ‘‘un- 
restricted mandibular movement ”. one set of 
teeth is provided with a ridge which co- 
operates with a corresponding channel in the 
othe set. 

Almeida Accumulators, Ltd., have set 
another specification accepted this month. It 
deals with the electrolyte for. use in cells of 
the type described in Specification No. 10230. 

LICENCES OF RIGHT. 

Irish manufacturers will be interested in 
the list of patents endorsed ‘* Licences. of 
Right.” When a patent is so endorsed any 
person Is entitled as ol right tea licence to 
manulacture upon terms either agreed upon 
or fixed by the Controller, ‘Two such patents 
are listed this month. one of which deals with 
boot and shoe manufacture and the other to 
parquet flooring The patent specifications 
in question may be inspected in the public 
library of the office, 45 Merrion square. 

It is interesting to note that 233 new trade 
marks were registered during the month, 
while as many as 420 other new marks were 
accepted and advertised.

GROWING DEMANDS OF THE 
TRAVELLING PUBLIC. 


CHIEF CLERK’S VIEWS:

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The closing lecture in connection with the 
railway classes was given in the Technical 
Schools, Parnell square, Dublin, by Air. 
W. A. F. Graham, chief clerk, General 
Manager’s office, G.N.R., Amiens street. 
There was a. large attendance. Mr. T. J. 
McKenna oceupied the chai. 

Mr. Graham, in the course of his lecture, 
which dealt with railway organisation, spoke 
of the staffing and the system followed by 
the various departments in Great Britaiu 
and Ireland. An organisation so complex as 
that applied in Great Britain, he said. was 
unnecessary in Ireland, having regard to the 
vast difference in mileage. and to the differ- 
ence between an industrial and an agricul- 
tural country. A comparison of the British 
and Irish railways had been made wt re- 
garding the former as wholesale establish- 
ments and the latter as retail businesses. 

“Taking the two principal railways opeérat- 
ing in Ireland,” proceeded Mr. Graham, ‘* it 
will be found that, while differing in many 
details, the organisation, generally, is on 
similar. lines, and closely follows. the de- 
partmental system adopted in England, the 
only important difference being that the run- 
ning superintendent still remains under 
direct control of the locomotive engineer. 
There is sufficient justification for still ad- 
hering to this arrangement, which has many 
advantages to warrant ita retention. The 
railways here are of such dimensions that it 
is possible for the cunning superintendent to 
work in close sv-operation with the traffic 
department, and the splitting up of his alle- 
giance to two officers has, therefore, been 
unnecessary. 


ROAD SERVICES. 


Having dealt at length with the work of 
the various departments; Mr. Graham 
proceeded; “The latest addition to the work 
in a general manager’s office is in connection 
with the operation of passenger and goods 
road motor services. In March, 1927, a bill 
was introduced to confer road powers on the 
railways in the Irish Free State, The bill 
was passed on 2lst May, 1927, as the Rail- 
ways (Road Motor Services) Act, 1927, and 
it authorised the railways to run motor ser- 
vices subject to certain limitations. Routes 
must be approved by the Minister of Industry 
and Commerce, who also has power to pre- 
scribe. maximum charges. A service once 
established cannot be withdrawn without his 
Sanction, and rates may not be increased 
without his permission. At the same time 
the Northern Government introduced a bill 
to give the railways in Northern Ireland 
similar. powers, This is a much shorter 
measure, and there are no restrictive clauses 
as to rates and fares. The companies: are, 
however, subject to the regulations. relating 
to motor traflic generally, and in effect, there. 
fore, the powers granted under the Act are 
rather limited. 

“No two railways in Ireland operating 
road services are acting similarly, and the 
organisation, therefore, differs widely, and 
for this reason it is a. subject on which I can 
at this stage say very little. Generally 
speaking, there has, not unnaturally, been a 
tremendous amount of pioneer work under- 
taken by the railways in connection with road 
transport, and they have endeavoured to meet 
the ever-growing demands of the travelling 
public. The whole outlook of transport con- 
ditions has in the last ten years altered very 
considerably, and it behoves every railway- 
man to see that he advances to meet the altered 
circumstances which have arisen. Progress 
cannot be effected without upsetting the old 
equilibrium, and the transitional periods pro 
duce many practical difficulties. 

‘* The only further comment I will make on 
this subject is to mention that we in Ireland 
were the first in the British Isles to introduce 
interavailability of rail and road tickets, thus 
giving the public the full benefit oí the alter- 
native means of travel which the railwavs 
have to offer. i 


IMPORTANGE OF IRISH RAILWAYS. 


"" Before concluding I should like to give the

opportunity, be a commercial traveller for his 
company in endeavouring to influence either 
new traffic to the railway or secure traffic 
which for one reason or other has been lost 
to the railway. 

“As I have mentioned before, the railway 
business IS guite a different proposition to 
what it was in pre-war days. The ambitious 
railwayman must, therefore, have a bread 
outiook, and must take advantage of every 
possible opportunity of widening his know- 
ledge by acquainting himself with branches 
of work other than that on which he is 
immediately engaged. The railway classes 
which have been formed under the auspices 
of the City of Dublin Technical Schools afford 
the opportunity of enabling the railwayvman 
to secure that all-round knowledge of railway 
work which he desires. 

“This is an age of the survival of the 
fittest, and the man who makes it his busi- 
ress to know more about railway working 
than is expected of him in the particular work 
in which he is at the moment engaged, and 
develops those powers with which nature has 
endowed him, will sooner or later, find an 
outlet for his diligence. 1 trust, therefore, 
that these railway classes. which have been 
very enthusiastically attended during the past 
session, and have proved an undoubted suc- 
cess, will attain even great proportions when 
they are reopened at the end of this summer,” 

On the motion of Mr. P. A. Foley, seconded 
by Mr. J. Whelan. a vote of thanks was 
passed to Mr. Graham for his exhaustive and 
instructive lecture.

PRE-HISTORIC HOUSE 
IN GALWAY. 

Dr. A. Mahv, Keeper ot Irish Antiquities, 
that objects relating to Irish ethno. 
graphy have been presented through members 
of the Irish Folklore Institute, while other 
objects of a similar nature have been pre 
sented by Thomas B. Costello, M.D., luam.,
